The  President  made  a  brief  address  of  welcome 
after  which  the  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the 
first  meeting,  council  meetings  of  March  18th  and 
May  6th,  also  of  the  pro  forma  meeting  of  the 
Board  on  March    18th. 


DISCUSSION. 

A  discussion  arose  regarding  the  question  of 
Colonization  and  Repatriation,  Mr.  Wilkins  suggest- 
ed that  the  original  committee  appointed  to  consid- 
er this  subject  be  increased,  and  after  the  adjourn- 
ment present  their  report.  The  President  then  ap- 
pointed Messrs  Morrill,  Tomjkins,  Gendreau,  Sawoie 
andl  DuBoyce  to  serve  on  the  committee  already 
composed  of  Messrs  Wilkins,  Ewing  and  Learned. 

The  following  lettjer  from  Hon.  Frank  Cochrane 
in  reference  to  the  development  of  the  St.  Francis 
River  was  read  and  ordered  tabled:  —

The  Hon.  George  H.  Perley  has  handed  me  a  memor- 
ial presented  by  the  Associated  Boards  of  Trade  in  which  a 
request  is  preferred  that  if  possible  an  Experimental  Farm 
should  be  established  in  the  Eastern  Townships. 

I  quite  appreciate  the  argument  set  forth  by  yourself 
and  also  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Perley  in  his  accompanying  letter 
to  me.  While  unable  to  say  anything  definite  at  the  present 
moment,  I  may  assure  you  that  the  request  will  receive  most 
sympathetic  consideration  and  that  when  we  deal,  as  we 
shall  some  time  before  very  long,  with  the  question  of  any 
additional  farms  for  the  Province  of  Quebec,  the  claims  oi 
the  Eastern  Townships  will  be  most  carefully  considered.

Scott,  Superintendent  of  Immigration  at  Ottawa, 
regarding  the  Eastern  Townships  edition  of  pam- 
phlets, and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Morrill,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Woodman  it  was  referred  to  the  Colinization 
and  Re-patriation  Committee  previously  appointed.

Dear  Sir:  — 

I  have  had  referred  to  me  for  attention  your  letter 
of  the  25th  ultimo,  addressed  to  the  Hon.  Mr.  Crothers, 
Acting  Minister  of  the  Interior,  setting  forth  the  wishes  of 
your  Associated  Boards  of  Trade  in  regard  to  immigration 
work. 

Perhaps  I  may  call  attention  to  the  error  in  the  se- 
cond paragraph  of  your  letter.  The  number  of  pamphlets 
printed  this  last  season  for  distribution  in  the  Old  Country 
is  85,000  not  10,000.  A  supply  of  this  pamphlet  was  placed 
in  the  hands  of  every  one  of  our  agents  in  the  Old  Country 
and  as  lecturers  are  supplied  from  these  agencies,  I  am  sure 
that  every  lecturer  was  given  copies.  The  question  of  enlar- 
ging and  improving  the  next  edition  of  this  pamplet  is  one 
which  I  will  be  glad  to  give  favorable  consideration  to  later 
on.  It  is  always  considered  advisable  to  supply  information 


in  a  concise  form,  as  otherwise  it  is  not  likely  to  be  read 
very  carefully.  A  number  of  our  pamphlets  dealing  with  Can 
ada  are  no  larger  and  some  not  as  large  as  the  one  we  are 
distributing,  in  the  Townships. 

The  matter  of  the  establishment  of  an  Immigration 
Office  in  Sherbrooke  has  been  brought  forward  on  other  oc- 
casions, but  at  present  it  is  scarcely  thought  necessary  to 
have  this  done.  Mr.  Pomroy,  our  agent,  spends  his  winters 
in  the  British  Isles  and  meets  boats  at  Quebec  during  the 
summer  months  in  order  to  attend  to  the  distribution  of 
help.  It  is  always  considered  advisable  to  save  time  and 
money  to  immigrants  and  the  distribution  can  be  most  ef- 
fectively made  from  the  landing  point,  rather  then  have  them 
go  to  Sherbrooke  and  entail  some  further  delay  and  expendi- 
ture in  distribution. 

The  question  of  sending  a  larger  number  of  farmer 
delegates  from  the  Eastern  Townships  should  be  brought  up 
again  next  September,  when  the  question  of  the  appointment 
of  these  men  will  be  under  consideration.  This  Department 
will  be  glad  to  co-operate  with  your  Boards  of  Trade  in 
every  possible  way,  and  if,  at  any  time,  you  are  able  to 
secure  items  of  information  or  letters  from  settlers  which 
might  be  used  to  improve  our  literature,  I  will  be  very  glad 
to  hear  from  you.

Letters  were  read  from  the  Mansonville,  West 
Shefforci  and  Frelighsburg  Boards  of  Trade  expres- 
sing their  regret  at  being  unable  to  be  represented 
at  the  meeting.  The  President  suggested  that  the 
secretary  write  these  Boards,  urging  upon  them  the 
advisability  of  joining  this  Association,  and  en- 
couraging them  in  every  way.  He  also  stated  that 
the  Secretary  had  been  in  communication  with 
about  thirty-five  towns  and  villages,  pitting  before 
them  the  necessity  of  forming  Boards,  and  that  as 
a  result,  seven  new  Boards  had  been  received  into 
the  Association  at  a  Council  meeting  on  the  pre. 
vious  evening.  Mr.  Geo.  J.  Alexander,  of  Richmond 
stated  that  he  had  been  in  communication  with  Dan 
ville  and  that  it  was  probable  that  a  Board  would 
be  formed  there  within  a  few  davs. 


PRESIDENT'S   REPORT. 

The  President  then  presented  his  annual  report, 
as  follows:  — 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Boards  of  Trade  of  the 
Eastern  Townships: 

Gentlemen,— At  this  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the 
delegates  representing  your  respective  Boards  which  have 
ioined  together  in  these  Associated  Boards  for  the  advance- 
ment and  welfare  of  the  Townships  and  her  citizens,  we  beg 
to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  report  of  the 
work  wluen  has  been  taken  up  and  carried  on  during  the  past 
year,  together  with  the  results  accomplished,  which  we  be. 
lieve  justify  the  existence  of  this,  your  organization. 

The  principal  work  of  the  past  year  may  be  classified 
under  five  headings,  viz.  Immigration  and  Repatriation, 
Development,  Publicity,   Education  and  Miscellaneous 

IMMIGRATION  AND  REPATRIATION:— Taking  agri- 
culture as  the  basic  factor  in  the  foundation  of  the  great 
success  and  prosperity  that  should  accrue  to  the  country 
with  its  six  hundred  millions  of  dollars  of  products,  as 
against  about  one-quarter  of  this  amount  in  the  total  miner- 
al, timber  and  fishery  production,  and  realizing  the  great 
handdcap  that  this  fertile  and  prolific  section  is  suffering 
under,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  labor  to  properly  develop  it, 
the  first  and  chief  efiorts  of  tnis  Board  have  been  bent  in 
the  direction  of  an  endeavor  to  supply  the  deficiency,  and 
the  Governments  of  the  country,  both  federal  and  local,  have 
been  on  several  occasions  approached  and  urged  to  give  the 
district  the  attention  it  merits  and  deserves  in  the  way  of 
advertising  the  great  possibilities,  advantages  and  opportun- 
ities that  exist,  both  for  the  settler  and  the  farm  labourer. 
We  are  happy  to  say  that  our  requests  have  received,  at 
least,  a  certain  amount  of  consideration,  and  the  justice  of 
our  claims  admitted.  There  have  been  certain^  delays  which 
are  hardly  excusable  in  the  eyes  of  business  m£h,  yet  we  feel 
that  the  representative  Ministers  have  been  fully  in  accord 
with  our  expressed  desires,  and  if  matters  have  not  moved 
as  strenuously  or  as  expeditiously  as  we  should  have  liked, 
it  is  due  perhaps  to  the  overwork,  procrastination  or  lack 
of  assistance  on  the  part  of  departmental  officers.  Suffice 
it,  however,  to  say,  that  the  Federal  Government  has  issued 
and  circulated  abroad  some  70,000  booklets  descriptive,  of 
the  Eastern  Townships.  This  book,  while  not  as  extensive, 
attractive  nor  as  complete  as  much  of  the  modern  advertis- 
ing which  they  have  put  out,  especially  in  connection  with 
the  West,  is  creditable,  and  will  no  doubt  have  its  value. 
They  appointed  a  farm  delegate  in  the  person  of  Major  Duns- 
more,  who  spent  several  months  in  Great  Britain,  in  the 
interest  of  the  district.  The  Provincial  Government  published 
in  response  to  our  representations,  20,000  copies  of  one  of 
the  most  creditable  booklets  that  has  ever  been  issued  by  the 
Department.   It  is      printed      on  excellent  paper,   beautifully 


illustrated,  and  replete  with  pithy,  pointed,  direct  advertis- 
ing matter  of  an  appealing  character,  which  by  the  way, 
was  chiefly  prepared  through  our  efforts.  This  booklet  was 
somewhat  late  in  issue,  but  if  well  distributed,  must  bring 
results.  They  appointed  a  special  representative  for  the 
Townships  in  the  person  of  Mr.  D.H.  McLeod,  who  has  been 
working  abroad,  equipped  with  a  lantern  and  slides  illustra- 
tive of  this  district,  and  who,  we  understand,  is  doing  good 
work.  In  addition,  they  sent  Mr.  Lyster,  as  a  farmers  dele- 
gate, and  have  permitted  Mr.  Milette,  of  the  Government 
Labour  Bureau  at  Sherbrooke,  to  act  as  local  representative 
for  the  reception  of  applications,  in  conjunction  witn  the 
immigration  officers  and  to  distribute  the  arrivals  to  their 
proper  destinations.  We  are  unanimous  in  our  conclusions 
that  the  representations  abroad  are  entirely  inadequate,  and 
that  the  advertising  matter  should  be  multiplied  manifold. 
Advertising  should  be  done  to  a  very  considerable  extent  at 
home,  in  order  to  impress  upon  the  farmers  the  possibilities 
and  arrangements  which  have  been  made  for  their  use.  There 
should  be  established  a  fully  equipped  bureau  properly 
manned  for  the  handling  of  the  necessarily  large  and  impor- 
tant work  at  this  end,  and  perhaps,  what  is  most  impor- 
tant of  all,  funds  should  be  provided  for  assisted  passages, 
the  same  as  being  done  by  local  governments  in  other 
progressive  sections  of  Canada. 

REPATRIATION.— While  of  much  more  improtance,  from 
the  fact  that  through  its  operation  native  Canadians  who 
understand  conditions  so  thoroughly  should  return  to  their 
native  country,  is  a  much  more  difficult  matter  to  handle, 
owing  to  the  success  which  they  have  met  with  in  for- 
eign lands.  It  is  a  question  which  merits  the  most  careful 
thought  and  study  of  this  organization,  in  order  that  some 
practicable  plan  may  be  evolved  and  applied,  particularly  in 
view  of  the  reported  organized  movement  which  is  on  foot 
in  the  United  States  at  the  present  time  to  attract  many 
more  of  our  people  to  that  country. 

DEVELOPMENT.— Under  this  heading  may  be  mentioned 
our  successful 0ef forts  in  the  direction  of  the  establishment 
as  a  direct  result  of  our  representations,  the  two  demonstra- 
tion farms;  important  improvements  in  the  mail  services  be- 
tween the  eastern  and  western  portions  of  the  Townships; 
the  representations  which  resulted  in  the  introduction  of  the 
important  legislation  in  connection  with  the  protection  of 
sheep  against  the  dog  peril.  Representations  have  been  made 
on  the  subject  of  the  "paint  brush"  weed  and  the  caterpil- 
lar pest.  Efforts  have  been  made  through  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, at  our  solicitation,  to  induce  manufacturers  of 
farm  machinery  to  raise  the  prohibitory  agreement  which 
they  entered  into  in  respect  to  exhibiting  their  machinery 
and  appliances  at  the  various  fairs  throughout  the  section. 
Memorials  have  been  presented  regarding  the  protection  of 
fish  and  fishways.  The  parcels  post  question  has  received 
consideration,  and  the  great  "Good  Roads"  movement,  en- 
dorsed and  applauded  in  the  highest  possible  manner. 

PUBLICITY. -In  addition  to  the  pamplets  referred  to  above 
your  Board  has  directly  and  indirectly  advertised  in  British,

American  and  Canadian  Journals  and  newspapers  relative 
to  the  possibilities  of  this  section  and  the  opportunities  of- 
fered to  farmers,  immigrants,  artizans  and  manufacturers, 
as  well  as  the  attractiveness  of  the  district,  as  a  summer 
resort.  In  this  connection  the  local  Government  was  ap- 
proached and  urged  to  prepare  and  display  a  creditable  ex- 
hibition at  the  Great  Travel  and  Vacation  Exhibition  held 
in  New  York  City,  but  no  action  was  taken.  We  hope  that 
this  will  be  followed  up  and  use  made  of  its  advantages 
next  spring.  Grain  samples,  photographs,  etc.,  have  been  col- 
lected and  sent  abroad  for  use  in  various  directions. 

EDUCATION.— This  difficult  problem  has  received  some 
attention.  We  believe  that  it  opens  a  field  for  great  consid- 
eration on  our  part.  We  understand  that  a  very  large  percen- 
tage of  teachers  are  not  properly  qualified  owing  no  doubt 
to  scale  of  remuneration  which  is  in  most  cases  most  ab 
surd,  and  we  understand  that  this  unsatisfactory  condition 
of  things  is  largely  due  to  the  incapacity  and  parsimony  of 
rural  school  commissioners.  The  local  government  have  de- 
voted considerable  time  to  the  question  and  are  prepared  to 
offer  generous  assistance,  and  we  should  give  the  matter 
careful  attention  in  order  to  second  their  efforts  in  every 
possible  way. 

MISCELLANEOUS. — Various  matters,  sucn  as  supporting 
the  Manufacturer's  Association  in  their  application  for  a  re- 
duction of  taxation  on  incorporated  companies,  and  induc- 
ing our  manufacturers  to  prepare  a  representative  exhibit  of 
their  goods  at  the  Eastern  Townships  Exhibition,  the  pre- 
paration of  a  mineral  map  of  the  Townships,  assistance  to 
Farmers'  Clubs,  the  Home  Reunion  Organization,  and  var- 
ious other  matters  have  all  received  more  or  less  considera- 
tion and  action.  During  the  year,  nine  delegates  have  wait- 
ed on  the  Federal  and  local  Ministers  and  we  think  it  pro- 
per here  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  business  manner 
in  w)  ich  we  were  at  all  times  received,  and  the  courteous  and 
considerate  attention  accorded  our  requests. 

Strenuous  efforts  have  been  made  to  induce  the  forma- 
tion of  new  Boards  in  various  localities  which  are  not  now 
represented.  This  action  has  met  with  certain  success.  We 
are  pleased  to  welcome  our  new  confreres,  and  trust  that 
their  example  will  be  followed  by  many  of  the  bright,  pro- 
gressive towns  and  villages  which  are  not  as  yet  among  our 
numbers. 

Five  meetings  of  the  Executive  have  been  held  at  Sher- 
brooke  during  the  year,  and  three  quarterly  meetings  of  the 
Board  have  taken  place,  one  at  Lake  Megan  tic,  one  at  Coati- 
cook  and  one  at  Richmond.  We  beg  to  take  advantage  of 
this  opportunity  to  express  appreciation  of  the  many  cour- 
tesies and  attentions  which  have  been  showered  upon  us  by 
the  municipal  authorities,  citizens,  officers  of  the  local 
boards  at  those  progressive  points,  to  the  Quebec  Central 
Railway  for  the  special  train  which  they  generously  placed 
at  our  disposal  at  Lake  Megantic,  and  also  to  extend  our 
thanks  to  the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce  for  the  generous 
donation  towards  our  expense  fund  for  the  past  year. 

We  desire  to  express  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  our 
Secretary,  Mr.  Bradford,  who  gave  a  lot     of  his  time  gra- 
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tuitously  to  the  work,  and  also  to  Mr.  Cook,  the  Acting 
Secretary  who  has  followed  up  Mr.  Bradford  so  satisfactori- 
ly- 

In  conclusion  we  desire  to  record  the  belief  that  this 
organization  should  strenously  press  and  re-double,  if  poss- 
ible, its  labors,  believing  that  we  have  one  of  the  most  fav- 
ored sections  in  Canada,  if  not  in  the  world,  to  develop  and 
exploit.  We  also  wish  to  record  that  out  of  the  fifty-seven 
millions  of  dollars  which  have  been  appropriated  this  year 
for  permanent  work,  and  of  the  one  million  and  a  third  of 
dollars  which  were  expended  by  the  government  of  this  coun- 
try in  the  interest  of  immigration  for  the  year  1911-12,  that 
we  have  not,  owing  no  doubt  to  our  lack  of  organization 
and  business  interest,  succeeded  in  obtaining  that  fair  share 
which  is  due  to  us,  when  consideration  is  given  to  the  sacri- 
fices that  have  been  made  and  the  taxes  contributed  for  one 
hundred  years  towards  the  development,  the  wonderful  de- 
velopment of  the  country  which  we  all  love  so  well.

President  Wilkins  the  report  was  adopted. 


WELCOMED  BY  THE  MAYOR. 


His  Worship,  Mayor  Hebert,  Mayor  of  Sher- 
brooke,  visited  the  meeting  at  10.45  a.m.  and  tend- 
ered the  official  welcome  of  the  city.  His  worship 
stated  that  he  had  been  very  much  pleased  to  note 
the  organization  of  the  E.  T,  Associated  Boards. 
He  believed  it  could  accomplish  great  good  for  this 
important  section  of  the  country.  Mayor  Hebert 
extended  a  cordial  welcome  and  offered  the  dele- 
gates the  freedom  of  the  city. 

Mr.  R.C.  Wilkins,  vice-president,  replied,  thank- 
ing the  mayor  in  the  name  of  the  delegates  for  the 
city's  welcome.  The  various  Boards  of  Trade,  while 
primarily  organized  to  advance  the  interests  of 
their  own  local  communities,  had  joined  hands  for 
the  common  welfare  of  the  whole  Eastern  Town- 
ships. There  was  hard  work  to  be  done  and  he  be- 
lieved the  Townships  would  benefit  as  a  result.

Peter  MacKenzie,  Provincial  Treasurer;  W.  F,  Vilas 
M.Iv.A.,  C.  E.  Therrien,  M.L.A.,  and  Mayor  Hebert 
of  the  City  of  Sherbrooke. 
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Letters  of  regret  were  read  from  Hon.  G.  H. 
Perley,  Hon.  C.R.  Devlin,  F.R.  Cromwell,  M.P., 
and  H.  A.  Best  of  Bedford.

THE  TOASTS. 

After  the  usual  tbast  to  the  King  had  been 
duly  honoured,  the  Chairman  proposed  the  toatst  to 
"The  Province  of  Quebec,"  calling  upon  the  Provin- 
cial Treasurer  and  the  Members  of  Parliament  to 
respond. 

HON.  MR.  MACKENZIE'S  ADDRESS. 

"Mr.  President  and  gentlemen  of  the  Associated  Boards 
of  Trade  of  the  Eastern  Townships,  I  assure  you  that  it  ite 
with  the  most  unqualified  pleasure  that  I  avail  myself  of  the 
privilege  of  being  here  to-day.  The  toast  which  you  have  pro- 
posed, "The  Province  of  Quebec,"  is,  I  am  sure,  too  com- 
prehensive to  deal  with  in  the  few  moments  that  I  am  going 
to  trespass  upon  your  time,  so  I  will  dispense  with  many 
thoughts  which  were  in  my  mind  in  regard  to  this  great 
subject  and  abbreviate  my  remarks  as  much  as  possible — 
suffice  it  to  say  that  we  are  proud  of  the  grand  old  Province 
of  Quebec.  ('Hear,  hear.)  It  is  the  best  province  of  our 
Dominion,  and  will  surely  eclipse  the  others,  and  it  will  be 
due  to  the  energy,  the  activity  and  the  enterprise  of  those 
citizens  which  this  demonstration  incarnates  as  being  the 
splendid  representative  gathering  which  I  see  before  me  on 
this  occasion,  all  imbued  with  the  idea  and  determination 
to  place  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  the  forefront;  in  the,  ad- 
vance vanguard  of  commercial  and  industrsfal  activity.  When 
I  see  before  me  these  Boards  of  Trade,  and  this  splendid  de- 
legation, representative  of  the  many  municipalities  and 
towns  which  comprise  this  great  and  best  part  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec,  namely  the  Eastern  Townships,  I  feel 
proud  of  being  the  humble  representative  in  the  Legislature 
of  the  Province  of  that  great  section — that  great  progressive 
section  of  our  Province.     (Cheers.) 

THE  GOOD  ROADS  PROPOSALS. 

When  you  ask  me  to  reply  to'  the  toast  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec,  I  am  bewildered  at  the  extent  of  the  subject,  but 
there  are  a  few  things  which  I  might  very  briefly  touch 
upon  and  I  would  first  call  your  attention  to  the  great 
movement  which  this  Province  is  making  towards  the  amel- 
ioration of  the  roads  and  highways  for  the  people  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec.  In  years  gone  by  it  was  the  aim  and 
policy  of  all  Governments  to  encourage  the  construction  of 
those  great  arteries  of  communication,  and  it  is  well  that  it 
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was  so.  But  our  attention  now  is  called  to  the 
fact  of  the  necessity  of  improving  the  roads  of  the  peo- 
ple, the  roads  which  are  the  daily  bread  of  the  existence  of 
the  entire  community,  the  roads  upon  which  our  merchan- 
dise and  our  products  are  to  be  carried  to  the  markets,  to 
the  railway  stations,  and  to  the  steam-boats— those  roads 
upon  which  our  people  are  to  conduct  their  social  inter- 
course, their  communication  with  one  another,  their  church 
going,  and  upon  which  the  children  journey  to  the  schools 
There  are  the  roads  upon  which  it  is  the  determined  inten- 
tion of  the  Government  to  fix  their  determined  effort  to  im- 
prove. (Loud  applause.)  In  the  legislation  which  has  been 
recently  enacted  by  Parliament,  the  sum  of  ten  million  dol- 
lars has  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  municipalities 
throughout  the  Province,  and  I  think  about  three  million 
dollars  have  been  credited  to  350  municipalities  who  have 
signified  their  intention  to  avail  themselves  of  the  law,  and 
up  to  the  present  moment  a  great  amount  has  been  expended 
In  addition  to  that,  this  indicates  the  movement  in  the  pub- 
lic mind,  because  it  shows  that  the  Province  of  Quebec  re- 
presented through  its  municipalities  has  become  responsive 
to  this  great  policy.  Also,  the  great  highway  between  Mon- 
treal and  Quebec,  which  was  the  first  proposition  that  was 
placed  before  the  Government,  was  given  full  consideration, 
and  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  a  few  days  ago  the  con- 
tract was  let  to  build  this  first  trunk  line  which  will  con- 
nect Montreal  with  Quebec.  I  am  glad  to  tell  you  that  more 
are  to  follow. 

EDUCATION. 

Another  question  in  which  you  are  deeply  interested  is 
the  question  of  education,  and  I  am  sure  that  the  people  of 
the  Eastern  Townships  will  be  alive  to  the  critical  condi- 
tion of  our  scholastic  institutions  and  to  the  great  efforts 
that  are  now  being  made  by  all  those  who  are  concerned  in 
our  educational  institutions,  which  will  be  nobly  seconded 
by  gentlemen  like  yourselves  who  are  giving  of  your  time 
and  your  talents  towards  the  progress  of  the  material  re- 
sources of  your  country.  You  will  not,  I  am  sure,  neglect 
these  great  institutions  of  education  upon  which  the  future 
prosperity  and  glory  of  this  country  must  largely  depend. 
(Applause.) 

IMMIGRATION  QUESTION. 

I  am  much  concerned  in  the  question  of  immigration.  I 
know  that  this  is  a  question  which  is  very,  very  near  to 
you  all.  I  am  glad  to  observe  the  deep  interest  which  this 
association  has  taken  and  is  taking  in  this  great  and  impor- 
tant subject.  And  I  am  sure  that  any  proposition  which 
this  Associated  Board  of  Trade  may  make  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  which  I  am  a  member,  will  receive  the  most  active 
and  sympathetic  response.  We  will  endeavour  to  give  all  the 
encouragement  that  is  possible  towards  the  bringing  in  of 
useful  citizens  to  this  country  to  aid  us  in  its  development 
and  the  cultivation  of  our  farms,  and  to  aid  us  in  all  the  en- 
terprises in  which  we  are  engaged  and  are  being  so  abund- 
antly taken  hold  of  by  the  people  of  this  country.  We  need 
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population,  we  recognize  the  fact  that  our  farmers  need  ad- 
ditional help,  and  that  every  enterprise  is  in  need  of  addi- 
tional help  in  order  to  attract  immigration  to  this  Province. 
You  will  find  in  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec 
that  you  have  a  loyal  and  sympathetic  assistant.  I  do  not 
wish  to  speak  politics  and  I  do  not  wish  to  be  interpreted 
as  speaking  politically,  but  the  question  of  immigration  is 
one  of  the  attributes  of  the  Federal  Legislature.  When  Con- 
federation took  place,  they  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
attending  to  the  immigration  interests  of  the  entire  country 
and  they  did  so  for  a  number  of  years  after  Confederation 
But  at  a  time  of  supreme  moment  in  the  history  of  this 
country,  when  it  was  decided  we  should  build  that  noble 
piece  of  work,  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  the  people  of 
the  Bast  had  to  make  sacrifices  in  order  to  attain  that 
magnificent  result  and  we  pledged  our  credit  and  our  re- 
sources in  order  that  that  great  highway  should  be  accom- 
plished. We  recognized  that  it  was  absolutely  necessary  that 
this  great  effort  should  be  made  in  order  to  attract  intend- 
ing emigrants  from  all  over  the  world  to  the  happy  homes 
and  avenues  of  enterprise  which  we  laid  open  before  the  en- 
tire world.  During  the  last  35  years  the  interests  of  the 
other  Provinces  towards  immigration  have  been  sadly  neg- 
lected by  both  political  parties,  and  the  time  is  now  oppor- 
tune when  we  should  call  the  attention  of  the  Federal  au- 
thorities in  no  uncertain  manner  to  the  necessity  for  a  great 
change  on  this  question  and  that  the  provinces  of  the  Bast 
who  sat  "sub  silentio"  while  the  West  was  being  filled  with 
people  should  have  their  requirements  attended  to.  The  Fed- 
eral Government  intends  to  spend  money  for  Agriculture  and 
Roads,  but  I  say  the  question  of  immigration  is  one  of  the 
most  absorbing  matters  and  I  think  it  is  the  duty  of  these 
Boards  of  Trade  to  start  a  propaganda  to  enlist  public  sym- 
pathy in  order  that  the  attention  of  the  Federal  authorities 
may  be  rivetted  in  this  great  and  important  work.  Where 
we  could  expend  a  few  dollars  under  the  limited  means  at 
our  disposal,  the  Dominion  powers  through  their  great  riches 
could  spend  thousands  and  I  think  it  is  time  that  we  should 
call  the  attention  to  the  Federal  authorities  to  this  impor- 
tant question  and  to  the  participation  of  the  provinces  in 
the  East,  after  30  to  40  years  of  neglect,  in  an  enterprising 
propaganda  towards  attracting  and  bringing  immigration  to 
our  soil. 

COPPER  SMELTER  NEEDED. 

There  is  another  question  to  which  I  might  refer.  We 
have  an  abundance  of  mineral,  especially  eopper,  all  round 
the  city  of  Sherbrooke;  a  gentleman  from  England  told  me 
of  the  magnificent  prospects  he  has  acquired  and  all  that  is 
needed  is  a  smelter.  Now  gentlemen,  I  think  one  of  the  ac. 
tivities  in  which  you  should  engage  as  Associated  Boards  of 
Trade  is  to  start  the  proposition  of  having  a  smelter  estab- 
lished somewhere  here  in  the  Eastern  Townships,  in  the  city 
of  Sherbrooke  if  you  will,  because  it  is  the  centre,  and  the 
most  accessible  for  transportation  purposes.  Probably  you 
are  engaged  in  this  work,  but  I  call  it  to  your  attention  be- 
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cause  it  is  of  great  importance,  and  if  you  once  begin  the 
movement,  activity  and  with  vitality,  you  will  soon  see  the 
realization  of  your  enterprise. 

I  shall  be  proud  to  convey  to  the  Prime  Minister  the  re- 
sults that  are  being  accomplished  by  the  Associated  Boards 
of  Trade  of  the  Eastern  Townships. 

MR.  W.  F.  VILAS. 

Mr.  Vilas,  M.L.A.,  next  spoke.  He  was  glad  to  have  the 
opportunity  of  meeting  the  members  of  the  Associated  Boards 
of  Trade  of  the  Eastern  Townships.  He  had  heard  a  great 
deal  of  the  activity  of  this  Board  and  while  they  had  not 
organized  in  his  town,  he  had  been  much  interested  in  what 
the  Associated  Boards  bad  accomplished  towards  encourag- 
ing the  establishment  of  new  manufacturing  industries  in  the 
Eastern  Townships,  and  also  immigration.  He  was  an  en- 
thusiast on  the  subject  of  good  roads.  While  the  Eastern 
Townships  stood  well  in  comparison  with  other  parts  of  the 
Dominion  in  many  respects,  so  far  as  good  roads  were  con- 
cerned they  had  nothing  to  boast  of.  There  was  no  excuse  for 
not  having  them,  the  Government  had  promised  to  contri- 
bute towards  the  cost,  the  farmers  would  be  delighted  to 
have  them,  and  yet  very  little  was  being  done.  The  Roads 
Department  at  Quebec  a  few  years  ago  sent  an  engineer  to 
K.nowlton  who  gave  practical  demonstrations  on  roadmayring 
and  the  meetings  were  attended  by  large  numbers  whom,  he 
thought,  received  a  great  deal  of  benefit. 

The  Eastern  Townships  possessed  qualifications  and  at- 
tractions that  were  exceptional,  and  while  they  were  more 
interested  in  getting  people  here  than  letting  them  pass  by 
to  go  to  the  Northwest,  he  thought  they  were  guilty  of  not 
advertising  sufficiently  what  they  possessed.  If  people  only 
knew  what  attractions  lay  in  this  section  they  would  come 
in  larger  numbers.  He  congratulated  the  Sherbrooke  citizens 
in  what  they  had  accomplished  in  the  last  few  years  in 
beautifying  their  city.  The  various  Associated  Boards  could 
in  their  own  localities  also  make  improvements  in  a  similar 
way.  One  great  object  of  the  Associated  Boards  was  they 
could  be  of  mutual  benefit.  He  should  advise  his  people  to 
form  a  Board  of  Trade,  as  in  co-operating  with  other  Boards 
there  was  a  broader  view  which  was  beneficial. 

MR.    C.E.    THERRIEN. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Therrien,  M.L.A.,  also  spoke  briefly.  Mr.  Ther- 
rien  expressed  his  interest  in  the  work  undertaken  by  the 
Associated  Boards.  The  Eastern  Townships  would  benefit  ac- 
cordingly. It  was  pleasant  to  see  the  representative  men  of 
the  Townships  of  both  nationalities  working  together  in  the 
great  movement. 

MAYOR    SPEAKS   BRIEFLY. 

The  toast  of  "Our  City"  was  responded  to  by  Mayor 
Hebert  the  Mayor  spoke  of  the  importance  of  the  Eastern 
Townships  and  the  great  good  that  an  organization  such  as 
the  Associated  Boards  might  accomplish.  He  reiterated  his 
welcome  to  the  visitors,  as  officially  extended  in  the  morn- 
ing. 
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PRESIDENT  OF   THE   ASSOCIATED      BOARDS    SPEAKS. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Farwell  was  satisfied  that  the  gentlemen  who 
came  there  and  listened  to  the  encouraging  remarks  of  the 
Hon.  Mr.  MacKenzie  and  his  confreres,  Mr.  Therrien  and 
Mr.  Vilas,  and  the  words  of  the  Mayor,  would  go  away  with 
the  feeling  that  the  time  had  been  well  spent.  He  believed 
the  movement  of  the  creation  of  Boards  of  Trade  was  catch- 
ing, they  should  spread  the  news  from  one  end  of  the 
Townships  to  the  other  and  it  only  needed  their  efforts  to 
scatter  it  until  the  movement  became  one  of  the  greatest 
and  strongest  organizations  in  this  fine  section.  Regarding 
immigration,  as  the  Hon.  Provincial  Treasurer  had  stated, 
the  whole  of  Eastern  Canada  had  made  great  sacrifices  in 
the  upbuilding  of  the  West,  in  the  most  willing  and  patriotic 
manner,  and  it  was  time  for  them  to  step  in  and  say,  "We 
have  made  sacrifices,  we  have  done  our  duty,  it  is  our  time 
now  for  a  show  here,  and  you  have  got  to  come  down  with 
the  goods".  The  keynote  of  their  movement,  the  principal 
matter  that  engrossed  their  attention  was  the  question  of 
immigration.  There  was  a  scarcity  of  men  to  do  the  business 
They  were  going  to  get  them,  and  he  would  have  the  hearty 
and  thorough  support  not  only  of  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment but  of  the  Federal  Government  as  well. 

VICE-PRESIDENTS    SPEAK. 

Mr.  R.C.  Wilkins  made  a  rousing  speech,  and  on  behalf 
of  the  Associated  Boards  of  Trade,  thanked  the  Sherbrooke 
Board  of  Trade  for  the  hospitable  manner  in  which  they  had 
received  them.  They  owed  them  a  very  deep  debt  of  grati- 
tude and  appreciated  the  compliment  very  highly.  They  had 
the  freedom  of  the  city  presented  to  them  that  morning  by 
the  Mayor  and  they  felt  quite  at  home.  They  all  felt  de- 
lighted to  hear  that  the  Provincial  Government  was  hearti- 
ly in  accord  with  their  views  in  regard  to  immigration.  They 
had  everything  in  the  beautiful  Eastern  Townships  that  a 
bountiful  Providence  could  bestow  on  any  people,  and  the 
country  was  peopled  with  the  good  old  blood  of  France  and 
Britain  and  the  inhabitants  lived  in  peace  and"  harmony  to- 
gether and  were  the  greatest  living  example  of  the  entente 
cordiale.  He  paid  a  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  French- 
Canadians  and  the  Empire  Loyalists  and  he  hoped  their 
children  would  be  imbued  with  the  same  sentiment  of  loy- 
alty to  the  British  flag.  The  Province  of  Quebec  was  the 
fairest  sister  of  the  Canadian  Federation,  and  the  Associat- 
ed Boards  of  Trade  had  done  more  to  advertise  the  Eastern 
Townships  throughout  the  world  than  any  other  body  for 
25  years. 

Mr.  A.  Rousseau  also  returned  thanks  and  in  a  few  ap- 
propriate remarks  expressed  his  concurrence  with  the  senti- 
ments of  the  meeting. 

This  interesting  event  of  the  day  was  brought  to  a  close 
by  singing  the  National  Anthem. 
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THE  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Upon  resuming  business  at  2.30  p.m.,  the  first 
business  was  the  reception  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Immigration  and  Re-patriation,  which 
had  met  in  committee  during  the  noon  hour.  The  re- 
port was  embodied  in  tihe  following  resolution, 
-which  was  moved  by  Mr.  Morrill  and  seconded  by 
Mr.  Wilkins. 

Whereas  Agriculture  is  the  back-bone  of  ail  our  prosperi- 
ty, and  as  essentially  so  in  the  Eastern  Townships  as  in  oth 
er  parts  of  Canada; 

Whereas,  the  shortage  of  farm  help  is  a  serious  handicap 
to  the  full  cultivation  to  the  soil  in  the  Eastern  Townships. 

Whereas,  the  shortage  of  help  has  already  resulted  in  a 
falling  off  in  the  agricultural  production  per  acre  of  cultiva- 
ted land  in  the  Eastern  Townships; 

Whereas,  the  only  solution  of  the  labor  problem  on  our 
farms  lies  through  increased  rural  population,  and  where- 
as the  only  means  of  meeting  this  requirement  is  through  Im 
migration  and  Repatriation; 

Whereas,  efforts  in  this  direction  have  already  been  in- 
augurated by  the  Associated  Boards  and  considerable  first 
year  results  have  been  obtained. 

Whereas,  the  first  year's  experience  indicates  that  the 
work  of  the  Associated  Boards  in  this  connection  cannot  be 
made  substantially  effective  witnout  more  thorough  organ- 
ization, and  some  adequate  provision  for  assisted  fares; 

Whereas,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  Government  as- 
sistance will  be  facilitated  through  some  special  organiza- 
tion handling  this  branch  of  the  Associated  Board's  work 
alone; 

Be  it  resolvedi: 

That  a  special  committee  be  appointed  by  the  chair  to 
study  the  question  of  organizing  an  incorporated  Society  to 
handle  the  immigration  and  repatriation  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Boards. 

That  this  committee  obtain  all  data  bearing  upon  this 
subject  and  make  such  report  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting 
as  will  enable  the  Associated  Boards  to  take  definite  action 
in  this  connection. 

The  report  was  adopted  and  thfe  committee  named  above 
with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Saunders,  who  asked  to  be  re- 
lieved, as  it  would  be  inconvenient  for  him  to  attend  com- 
mittee meetings.  Mr.  P.C.  DuBoyce,  of  Richmond,  was  nam- 
ed in  his  stead. 

EXPERIMENTAL  FARM. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Hale  presented  the  report  of  the  Com 
mittee  appointed  to  consider  the  questions  of  Ex- 
perimental Farms,  as  follows: 
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"We  beg  to  report  that  in  our  opinion  an  exper- 
imental farm  for  the  Eastern  Townships  is  most  de- 
sirable, and  we  recommend  that  a  delegation  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Associated  Boards  of  Trade  to  wait 
upon  the  Federal  Government  with  the  object  of  ob- 
taining this  much  desired  institution  either  at  the 
present  session  of  Parliament  or  at  the  next."  He 
moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  which  was  se- 
conded by  Vice-President  Rousseau,  and  carried  un- 
animously. 

The  following  members  were  then  appointed  as 
a  delegation  to  wait  upon  the  Government:  W.  A. 
Hale,  V.  E.  Morrill,  A.  Rousseau,  J.  P.  Bowen,  T. 
W.  Jucfd  and  A.  B.  Gendreau,  with  powers  to  add 
to  their  numbers. 

BOVINE  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  resolutions  from 
the  Bedford  and  Dunham  Boards  relative  to  the  pre- 
vention of  Bovine  Tuberculosis.  After  some  discuss- 
ion that  matter  was  deferred  until  the  evening  ses- 
sion. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned  until    8.30  p.m. 

THE  EVENING  SESSION. 

Upon  being  called  to  order  at  8.30  p.m.,  the 
matter  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis  was  resumed  and  the 
following  resolution  was  read  from  the  Bedford  and 
Dunham  Boards:  — 

"That  the  members  of  these  Boards  of  Trade  desire  to 
hring  to  the  attention  of  the  Federal  Government  and  the 
Provincial  Government  the  necessity  of  at  once  making, 
arrangements  for  the  compulsory  testing  of  all  herds  of  cat- 
tle throughout  the  country. 

"That  the  presence  of  bovine  tuberculosis  is  a  real  me- 
nace to  our  citizens  resulting  each  year  in  the  death  of  a 
large  number  of  people. 

"That  all  cattle  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
be  at  once  destroyed  by  the  inspectors;  and  that  for  every 
animal  destroyed  the  owner  of  the  animal  be  reimbursed. 

"That  the  farmer  be  encouraged  in  every  way  possible 
to  assist  in  the  stamping  out  of  this  dreaded  disease. 

"That  a  copy  off  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  As- 
sociated Boards  of  Trade,  to  be  discussed  at  their  next  re- 
gular meeting,  with  the  request  that  prompt  action  be  taken 
to  bring  this  important  matter  to  the  notice  of  the  Govern- 
ments referred  to." 
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Mr.  Saunders,  Bedford,  spoke  in  favour  of  the  resolution 

Mr.  W.  A.  Hale  said  that  in  Massachusetts  in  places 
where  inspection  had  taken  place,  the  cattle  sold  for  twenty 
per  cent,  higher  price  than  they  realized  in  other  places 
where  there  was  no  inspection.  The  present  system  of  com- 
pensation was  very  unsatisfactory;  he  recommended  that  the 
owner  should  be  reimbursed  to  the  extent  of  one-half  the 
value  of  the  animal.  He  strongly  advocated  the  compulsory 
testing  of  all  cattle  at  least  once  a  year.  If  that  were  done, 
at  the  end  of  ten  years  the  disease  would  be  stamped  out. 

Mr.  Wilkins  thought  there  was  no  doubt  that  the  Anti- 
Tuberculosis  League  had  taken  the  matter  up  with  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  it  would  be  wise  to  communicate  with  the 
league  to  see  what  replies  they  got  from  the  Government  so 
that  they  could  see  where  they  stood  and  have  the  data  and 
information  before  them  so  that  when  they  met  in  June 
they  would  be  able  to  discuss  it  more  intelligently  and  pass 
a  resolution.  It  was  a  serious  question  and  they  would  be 
in  a  better  position  to  vote  upon  the  matter  if  they  did  as 
he  suggested. 

Mr.  T.J.  Parkes  thought  the  matter  should  be  taken  up 
at  once.  He  thought  everybody  agreed  that  cattle  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  should  be  destroyed.  He  would  prefer  to 
leave  it  to  the  Government  to  decide  whether  the  owner 
should  reimbursed  in  part  or  in  full.  He  suggested  they 
should  adopt  some  similar  resolution  and  forward  a  copy  to 
the  Government.  There  was  nothing  in  that  which  would 
commit  them  to  any  drastic  action.  In  answer  to  a  question 
Mr.  Hale  stated  that  the  Government  made  no  compensa- 
tion whatever. 

Mr.  Saunders  said  he  would  like  to  have  further  discus- 
sion on  the  matter  from  those  present  who  knew  the  senti- 
ments of  their  respective  districts  on  the  question.  He  sug- 
gested that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  made  and  sent  to 
the  different  Boards  of  Trade  and  ask  for  their  opinion  upon 
it.  The  question  was  getting  more  important.  In  one  corner 
of  a  certain  country  tuberculosis  broke  out  and  had  spread 
all  over,  and  the  hogs  had  been  affected.  Mr.  Burrill  had 
stated  that  a  large  percentage  of  tuberculosis  in  human  be- 
ings was  due  to  the  large  consumption  of  milk  during 
infancy.  Many  cases  were  hopeless  because  people  were 
fighting  the  disease  when  they  were  old.  It  was  most  diffi- 
cult to  shut  it  out  then. 

Mr.  McFadden  said  that  to  get  to  the  root  of  the  mat- 
ter it  would  be  necessary  to  compensate  the  farmer  and 
then  compel  him  to  clean  up  his  herd  and  stables — to  remove 
the  conditions  which  created  the  disease  and  gave  it  the  op- 
portunity to  do  the  damage. 

Mr.  Wilkins  moved  "That  the  memorials  from  the  Board 
of  Trade  of  Bedford  and  Dunham  be  received;  that  our  Sec- 
retary be  instructed  to  correspond  with  the  proper  authori- 
ties at  Quebec  and  Ottawa  and  wilh  the  Anti-Tubercolisis 
League,  and  with  any  other  body  which  has  had  the  matter 
in  hand,  and  get  all  the  information  necessary  and  present 
it  at  our  quarterly  meeting  in  June,  and  that  the  subject 
be  then  finally  disposed  of.  That  a  copy  of  the  resolution  as 
adopted  by  the  Bedford     Board  of     Trade  be  sent  to  each 
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Board  of  Trade  forming  this  association,  asking  them  for 
an  expression  of  opinion  through  their  delegate  at  the 
quarterly  meeting." 

This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Davignon,  and  the  Chairman 
stated  that  an  eminent  medical  man  had  said  that  the  dis- 
ease could  be  effectively  stamped  out  of  the  country  within 
fifteen  years. 

The  motion  was  put  and  carried. 

UNDERDRAINAGE. 

A  copy  of  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Stan- 
bridge  East  Board  of  Trade  was  read,  as  follows:  - 

"Whereas  the  great  importance  of  a  more  general  inter- 
est among  the  farmers  of  the  Eastern  Townships  in  the  mat- 
ter of  underdrainage  is  most  essential  to  profitable  produc- 
tion in  many  localities  and  is  very  evident,  but  the  high  cost 
of  same  places  it  beyond  the  means  of  a  large  number,  it  is 
resolved  to  ask  the  Eastern  Townships  Associated  Boards 
of  Trade  to  take  the  matter  up  with  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment with  the  object  of  securing  from  it  financial  assistance 
in  defraying  a  portion  of  the  expense  to  each  individual  un- 
dertaking the  improvement  of  his  land  in  this  manner." 

In  supporting  the  request  Mr.  Hibbard  understood  that 
some  time  last  year  the  Provincial  Government  passed  a  bill 
granting  aid  to  the  farmers  in  draining  their  land.  The  drain- 
age was  very  desiraMe  and  profitable  but  itiwas  very  expen- 
sive. None  of  the  farmers  had  taken  advantage  of  the  pro- 
vision made  by  the  Government,  and  he  understood  that 
when  an  application  was  some  time  ago,  they  said  no  money 
grant  had  yet  been  made,  but  would  be  made  later  on.  He 
thought  the  Associated  Boards  of  Trade  should  bring  the 
matter  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  again,  and  urge 
them  to  do  something  along  these  lines. 

Mr.  T.W.  Judd  said  that  last  year  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment appropriated  ten  million  dollars  for  this  purpose 
but  it  was  too  late  in  the  season  for  the  farmers  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  grant,  but  a  few  farmers  in  this  locality 
who  took  great  interest  in  the  matter  pnd  considered  it  was 
very  important  throughout  the  Townships  got  into  commun- 
ication with  the  Government  to  ascertain  what  they  intend- 
ed to  do  in  the  way  of  financial  assistance,  and  the  reply 
from  the  Government  was  to  the  effect  that  they  had  not 
decided  to  do  anything  definite  that  year  but  expected  to 
later.  The  object  of  sending  a  copy  of  the  resolution  to 
the  Associated  Boards  was  to  urge  them  to  communicate 
with  the  Government  and  ask  them  definitely  what  their 
intentions  were  in  the  matter.  The  Associated  Boards  would 
have  more  influence  than  a  local  Board. 

Mr.  Hibbard  moved  the  following  resolution  "That  the 
Associated  Boards  of  Trade  communicate  with  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  and  ascertain  his  intentions  on  this  ques- 
tion." 

Mr.  Hale  seconded  the  motion.  He  said  in  most  of  the 
towns  in  the  Eastern  Townships  the  cost  of  drainage     was 


not  one  tenth  of  what  it  would  be  on  the  banks  of  the  St. 
Lawrence.  The  result  would  be  wonderfully  profitable  and 
would  last  for  a  lifetime,  and  increase  the  value  of  the 
farms. 

The  motion  was  put  and  carried. 

DITCHING  MACHINES. 

Another  resolution  passed  by  the  Stanbridge 
East  Board  of  Trade  was  read  as  follows:  — 

"That  in  order  to  encourage  the  more  general  use  of 
ditching  machines  which  are  not  being  made  in  Canada  at 
the  present  time,  this  Board  considers  it  would  be  highly 
essential  to  the  further  benefit  and  interest  of  agriculture 
were  the  duty  on  same  removed  and  the  machine  admitted 
free  to  this  country,  thereby  materailly  reducing  the  cost  to 
the  farmer  by  a  very  considerable  amount  and  with  this  end 
in  view,  it  is  resolved  to  ask  the  Eastern  Townships  Asso- 
ciated Boards  of  Trade  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Federal 
Government  in  anticipation  of  its  favourable  consideration," 

Mr.  Hibbard  said  the  duty  was  very  heavy  on  these  ma- 
chines and  they  were  not  made  in  Canada,  and  if  they  were 
to  have  them,  the  Government  must  be  asked  to  remit  the 
duty. 

Mr.  Wilkins  suggested  that  the  Government  ditching  ma- 
chine might  be  loaned  to  farmers  at  a  moderate  fee.  Mr. 
Hibbard  understood  the  Government  did  furnish  a  machine 
but  there  were  so  many  farmers  and  so  few  machines  there 
was  very  little  value  on  it.  If  the  duty  of  30  per  cent,  were 
removed,  local  municipalities  could  invest  in  these  machines 
and  farmers  could  club  together  to  buy  them. 

Mr.  Davignon  stated  that  in  Ontario  the  farmers  had 
urged  the  Government  to  remove  the  duty.  He  moved. 

"That  the  Associated  Boards  of  Trade  urge  the  Govern- 
ment to  remove  the  duty  on  ditching  machines  until  such 
time  as  they  are  made  in  Canada." 

Mr.  Saunders  seconded.  He  thought  it  would  be  wise  to 
urge  local  manufacturers  to  make  these  machines — they 
would  find  them  very  profitable. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  the  tariff  was  formed  and  put 
into  effect  for  two  purposes,  one  for  revenue  and  one  for  pro 
tecting  our  industries  and  until  the  manufacture  was  taken 
up  here,  he  thought  the  Government  should  accede  to  such  a 
reasonable  request.  The  motion  was  then  adopted. 

SHERBROOKE  AND  NEWPORT  RAILWAY  SER- 
VICE. 

A  letter  containing  the  following  resolution 
from  the  North  Hatley  Board  of  Trade  was  read: 

"Inasmuch  as  the  railway  service  between  Sherbrooke 
and  Newport  on  the  Boston  &  Maine  Ry.,  during  the  winter 
months,  is  entirely  inadequate  and  most  inconvenient,      and 
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notwithstanding  that  many  efforts  have  been  made  by  the 
citizens  living  along  this  line,  through  largely  signed  peti- 
tions and  delegations,  asking  for  improvement,  no  change 
has  been  made.  It  is  still  the  general  feeling  that  a  better 
service  should  be  given,  in  other  words  that  the  train  leav- 
ing Sherbrooke  at  about  5.20  p.m.,  and  arriving  there  at 
about  9  a.m.,  during  the  summer,  should  be  continued 
throughout  the  year.  And  it  is  unanimously  resolved  to 
make  another  effort  with  this  end  in  view,  also  that  the 
secretary  be  instructed  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  resolution 
to  the  E.  T.  Boards  of  Trade  asking  for  their  co-operation 
in  this  matter." 

On  motion  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Boards  of 
Trade  at  the  different  points  along  the  line — Sherbrooke 
Lennoxville,  North  Hatley,  East  Hatley,  and  Ayer's  Cliff. '- 

This  was  seconded  and  carried. 

"PURE  MAPLE  SYRUP  AND  SUGAR" 

A  communication  from  the  Canadian  Manufacturers'  As- 
sociation addressed  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  bearing  upon  the 
indiscriminate  use  of  the  word  "Maple"  and  suggesting  that 
a  resolution  be  passed  and  forwarded  to  the  Minister  of  In- 
land Revenue  and  Agriculture  requesting  them  to  bring 
about  such  an  amendment  to  the  adulteration  act  as  would 
prevent  the  use  of  the  word  "Maple"  or  any  of  its  deriva- 
tives on  the  labels  of  any  packages  of  syrup  unless  the  same 
be  guaranteed  as  the  unadulterated  product  of  the  maple 
tree,  was  referred  to  the  Associated  Boards  for  action. 

Mr.  Morrill  explained  this  matter  had  been  left  for  the 
Associated  Board  to  deal  with  in  the  belief  that  they  would 
be  in  a  better  position  to  act  upon  it.  Wcsld  it  have  the  ef- 
fect of  advancing  or  lowering  the  price  of  the  products  as 
far  as  the  E.  T.  farmers  were  concerned?. 

Mr.  Davignon  thought  it  would  result  in  increasing  the 
price.  People  have  been  humbugged  by  the  compound. 

Mr.  Saunders  had  heard  this  question  discussed  before 
aua  believed  the  Government  would  find  it  a  very  difficult 
problem.  It  would  shut  out  honest  manufacturers  *Lo 
used  a  certain  per  centage  of  maple  products  in  their  goods. 
There  were  good  firms  making  confectionery  and  attaching 
the  word  "maple"  to  it,  who  would  suf'er,  as  it  would 
throw  out  everything  that  was  not  entirely  made  of  the 
maple  product.  He  suggested  that  the  matter  be  discussed  of 
stating  the  "proportion"  of  maple  products  in  the  article 
on  the  package  in  as  large  type  as  the  word  "maple."  The 
question  should  be  carefully  studied  before  the  Associated 
Boards  committed  themselves  to  this  resolution. 

Mr.  Davignon  thought  the  resolution  referred  to  maple 
syrup  and  maple  sugar  and  not  confectionery.  There  was 
more  "maple"  syrup  sold  in  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta  than 
was  made  in  the  whole  of  Canada  and  none  was  impoj  ted 
It  showed  that  something  else  was  sold  besides  the  genuine 
article. 

Mr.  Wilkins  thought  there  was  no  reason  why  a  man 
could  not  manufacture  confectionery  or  chocolate  flavored 
with  maple,  but  he  should  be  prevented  from  using  the  word 
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"pure."  The  resolution  should  be  made  to  read  accordingly. 

Considerable  discussion  took  place  on  this  point  and  Mr. 
Gendreau  who  had  heard  the  question  discussed  by  the  Un- 
ited Boards  of  Trade  of  Quebec  at  Montreal,  said  they  came 
to  the  conclusion  to  ask  the  Government  to  pass  legislation 
that  no  maple  sugar  except  "pure"  sugar  should  be  offered 
for  sale  unless  it  was  labelled  "compound."  He  thought 
that  was  the  existing  law  and  that  a  man  could  be  prosecu- 
ted for  contravening  it. 

Mr.  Wilkins  thought  no  sugar  or  syrup  should  be  offered 
for  sale  in  Canada  unless  it  was  pure.  It  must  be  labelled 
"pure  maple"  and  sold  as  such.  He  couid  not  see  why  a 
manufacturer  of  biscuits  or  confectionery  should  not  have 
the  privilege  of  using  maple  syrup  if  he  liked.  Anyone  buy- 
ing a  maple  bud  knew  it  was  not  maple  syrup,  but  only 
flavoured.  Deception  came  in  when  compound  syrup  was 
sold  for  pure  maple. 

Mr.  Woodman  stated  that  "mapie  buds"  was  simply  a 
name  and  they  contained  no  maple  sugar.  If  syrup  should 
not  be  sold  in  an  adulterated  form,  maple  sugar  should 
not  either.  Neither  products  should  be  offered  in  an  adul- 
terated form  unless  the  percentage  of  adulteration  was  given 

Mr.  Davignon  knew  of  a  case  where  a  man  who  had 
been  sending  pure  maple  syrup  to  Regina,  had  lost  his  trade 
because  others  had  been  selling  compounds. 

The  Chairman  remarked  that  there  seemed  to  be  consid- 
erable diversity  of  opinion  and  suggested  the  question  be  re- 
ferred to  a  committee  as  the  sugar  season  for  this  year  was 
closed. 

Mr.  Hale  declared  there  was  no  such  thing  as  pure 
chocolate,  it  could  not  be  eaten,  it  contained  a  large  per 
centage  of  sugar.  But  pure  maple  sugar  and  syrup  could  be 
eaten.  Further  discussion  ensued,  and  in  the  end,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  adopted. 

"That  whereas  the  production  and  manufacture  of  pure 
maple  sugar  and  pure  maple  syrup  is  hampered  and  dis- 
couraged in  Canada  by  the  wide  distribution  of  adulterated 
and  flavoured  goods  under  the  style  of  "maple^'  products. 
Be  it  resolved,  that  no  sugar  or  maple  syrup  shall  be  sold 
in  Canada  unless  it  is  the  pure  product  of  the  maple  tree 
and  be  so  marked. 

"That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  ..to  the  Provin- 
cial and  Federal  Governments." 

GOOD  ROADS  OF  LAKE  MEGANTIC. 

Mr.  Gendreau  hoped  to  see  a  macadam  road  through  the 
Eastern  Townships  as  far  as  Lake  Megantic  and  as  far  as 
the  boundary  which  would  be  an  international  road  and 
part  of  a  road  from  Halifax  to  Vancouver.  The  Board  of 
Trade  should  take  hold  of  the  road  scheme  because  he  be- 
lieved a  bill  would  be  passed  at  Ottawa  this  session  grant- 
ing a  considerable  amount  of  money  to  enable  the  provinces 
to  build  good  roads.  It  was  passed  last  year  but  was  killed 
by  the  Senate,  but  he  had  heard  the  Senate  would  allow  it 
to  go  through  this  year,  and  he  thought  if  would  be  to 
their  interests  to  get  a  portion  of  that     money.      Senator 
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Pope  had  promised  that  the  Eastern  Townships  should  get 
their  fair  share.  He  would  ask  that  the  road  go  through 
the  Eastern  Townships,  so  as  to  get  the  shortest  route  be- 
tween Halifax  and  Vancouver  and  the  Eastern  Townships 
should  watch  the  appropriation  of  that  money  to  the  dif- 
ferent provinces. 

Quebec  being  the  oldest  province  and  having  paid  the 
most  towards  those  three  Transcontinental  Railways— 300 
million  dollars,  it  was  only  right  that  the  farmers  should 
have  a  good  road  to  travel  to  the  market  from  one  end  of 
the  country  to  the  other  and  therefore  the  expenditure  of 
that  money  should  be  begun  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  On- 
tario, Nova  Scotia  and  the  other  Eastern  Provinces,  Megan- 
tic  was  on  the  shortest  route  and  would  connect  with  the 
United  States.  A  lot  of  people  were  coming  in  from  the 
United  States.  It  was  to  their  interest  to  ask  the  deputy 
from  Sherbrooke  to  ask  the  Government  to  make  an  appro- 
priation for  that  road  from  Montreal  to  the  international 
line  at  the  shortest  route.  If  they  made  an  effort  they 
would  get  their  share  He  moved.  "That  whereas  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada  is  about  to  make  a  law  to  help  the  Pro- 
vinces in  building  inter-provincial  highways,  that  the  As- 
sociated Boards  of  Trade  of  the  Eastern  Townships  approve 
of  the  idea,  and  pray  the  different  members  for  the  different 
constituencies  to  see  that  the  Eastern  Townships  get  a  fair 
proportion  of  the  grant,  and  that  the  road  start  at  this 
end  instead  of  the  West."  This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Davig- 
non  and  carried. 

GEOLOGICAL   SURVEY. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  following  petition  be  sent  to 
the  Minister  of  Mines,  and  a  copy  to  Dr.  R.W.  Brock,  Direc- 
tor of  the  Geological  Survey  of  Canada. 

The  undersigned,  humbly  and  earnestly  beg  leave  to  lay 
before  you,  for  consideration,  the  following  petition: 

The  Asbestos  mines  of  the  region  of  Thetford,  Black 
Lake  and  Broughton,  are  the  most  important  in  the  world, 
as  they  supply  three-quarters  of  the  world's  production  of 
this  substance.  Their  yearly  output  has  a  market  value  ex- 
ceeding three  million  dollars  and  they  represent  investments 
to  the  total  of  some  thirty  million  dollars. 

The  official  maps  and  reports  on  the  region  issued  so 
far  by  the  Geological  Survey  have  been  a  great  help  to  the 
mining  community  and  the  interested  public,  but  in  our 
bumble  opinion,  they  are  inadequate  and  the  time  has  come 
to  make  a  thorough  geological  study  of  the  asbestos  de- 
posits, based  on  an  accurately  contoured  map  of  the  more 
important  areas. 

Your  petitioners,  therefore,  humbly  beg  that  means  be 
taken  to  carry  on  this  work,  which  is  urgent  and  impor- 
tant, during  the  next  field  season,  and  we  are  convinced 
that  great  advantages  will  be  derived  therefrom  by  the  min- 
ing community  of  the  Eastern  Townships,  and  the  Canadian 
Mining  Industry  in  general. 

It  was  decided  that  the  Committee  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Learned,  Gendreau,  and  Woodyatt  for  making  enquiries  and 
suggestions  with  reference  to  copper,  iron  and  other  miner-

als  be  continued,  and  that  Dr.  Hayes  and  Mr.  J. A.  Croteau 
be  added  thereto. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Parkes,  a  vote  of  thanks  was 
passed  to  the  retiring  officers  and  Executive  Board  of  the 
Associated  Boards  of  Trade  for  the  last  year. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Davignon  a  vote  of  thanks  was 
accorded  to  the  "Record"  for  the  use  of  the  room,  to  the 
City  authorities  for  their  kindness,  and  to  the  citizens  who 
furnished  automobiles  and  gave  them  the  opportunity  for 
looking  over  the  industries,  and  to  the  Canadian  Bank  of 
Commerce  for  their  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

CONSTITUTION. 

1  NAME— The  name  of  this  Association     shall     be   "The 

Eastern  Townships  Associated  Boards  of  Trade" 

2  OBJECTS— The  objects  of  this  Association  shall  be  the 

promotion  of  the  commercial,  financial,  farming,  in- 
dustrial, mining  and  co-related  interests  in  the  East- 
ern Townships,  the  settlement  of .  questions  bearing 
on  the  Townships  as  a  whole,  leaving  each  Associa- 
ted Board  free  within  wide  limits  to  govern  and  act 
for  itself. 

3  OFFICERS— The  Officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  Presi- 

dent two  Vice-Presidents,  and  a  Secretary-Treasurer, 
who  with  one  representative  from  each  Board  of 
Trade  shall  constitute  a  Council  of  Management.  No 
separate  Board  of  Trade  shall  be  represented  by  more 
than  one  officer  and  one  member  of  the  Council. 

If  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  this  Associated  Board  be  a 
paid  official  of  this  Board,  or  of  the  local  Board  he 
represents,  his  tenure  of  the  office  of  Secretary-Trea- 
surer of  this  Board  shall  not  invalidate  the  election 
to  office  of  another  member  of  such  local  Board. 

4  MEMBERSHIP— This    Board    shall  consist  of  the  organ- 

ized Boards  of  Trade  and  Chambers  of  Commerce  of 
cities,  towns  and  villages  situate  in  the  Eastern 
Townships,  Province  of  Quebec,  represented  by  their 
respective  Presidents,  1st  Vice-Presidents,  immediate 
Past-Presidents  and  Secretaries,  and  by  one  delegate 
for  each  hundred  members  or  part  thereof  of  the 
above  mentioned  Boards  of  Trade  and  Chambers  of 
Commerce.  The  delegates  are  to  be  elected  annually 
by  the  individual  Board  of  Trade  for  which  they  are 
to  act.  In  case  any  officer  or  member  is  unable  to 
attend,  his  Board  may  appoint  a  substitute,  who 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

5  MEETINGS—  (a)  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 

held  quarterly. 

(b)  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  3rd 
Tuesday  in  March  of  each  year,     for  the  election  of 
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officers  and  committees,  and  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. 

(c)  Due  notice  of  meetings  shall  be  given  at  least 
seven  days  before  the  date  of  meeting  except  for 
special  meetings  called  for  emergencies  by  the  Presi- 
dent, or  on  the  call  of  three  members,  for  which  two 
days'  notice  must  be  given,  but  in  that  case  objec- 
tion may  be  lodged  against  any  action  being  taken  in 
the  name  of  the  Board  without  further  notice. 

6  FUNDS— All  funds  of  the  Board  shall  be  deposited  in    a 

chartered  bank  and  shall  only  be  chequed  out  on  the 
order  of  the  Council  and  under  the  signature  of  the 
President  or  Vice-President  and  Secretary-Treasurer. 
Individual  members  of  the  Board  are  not  responsible 
for  the  debts  of  the  Board,  nor  shall  debts  be  con- 
tracted beyond  the  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury. 

7  BY-LAWS— By-laws  may  be  adopted  at  any  regular     or 

Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board,  after  thirty  days  no- 
tice hais  been  given  each  Associated  Board. 

BY-LAWS. 

1  PEES— The  Membership     Fee  shall  he     TEN     DOLLARS 

for  each  Board,  and  an  additional  ONE  DOLLAR  for 
each  additional  ten  members  over  one  hundred,  pay- 
able on  or  before  the  date  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 
Any  local  Board  of  Trade  which  has  not  paid  its 
dues  within  two  months  from  the  date  when  such  fees 
have  become  due  and  payable  shall  be  suspended,  and 
its  representatives  deprived  of  the  right  to  vote  or 
the  privilege  of  the  floor. 

2  QUORUMS — Representatives  from  a     majority     of     the 

Boards  of  Trade  shall  form  a  Quorum  of  the  Boards, 
providing  that  number  is  not  less  than  fifteen.  Five 
shall  constitute  a  Quorum  of  the  Council. 

3  VOTING — In  all  meetings  of  this  Associated  Board  every 

representative  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.  Voting 
shall  be  by  open  vote,  unless  a  ballot  is  called 
for. 

4  VACANCIES — A  vacancy  in  any  office  or  in  the  Council 

of  Management  may  be  filled  by  the  Council  for  the 
unexpired  term  of  such  office. 

5  COMMITTEES— The  Board  or  its   Council  may  elect  or 

appoint  such  standing  and  special  committees  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary.  All  Committees  shall  report  to 
the  body  appointing  them. 

6  ANNUAL   REPORT— The   Annual  Report   of  this     Board 

may  be  published  annually  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board. 
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7  ANNUAL     MEETINGS— The     Annual     Meeting  of     each 

year  shall  be  held  at  such  place  as  may  be  arranged 
at  the  previous  quarterly  meeting.

9  CHANGE  OF  BY-LAWS— No  alteration  in  or  addition  to 

these  By-laws  shall  be  made  except  at  a  general  or 
annual  meeting.  The  proposed  alteration  and  the 
name  of  the.  proposer  and  seconder  shall  be  duly  set 
forth  on  the  circular  calling  the  meeting,  and  the 
proposed  alterations  shall  only  go  into  force  if  ap- 
proved by  at  least  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present  and  voting  at  such  meeting. 

ADDITION  TO  CONSTITUTION. 

The  following  has  been  added  to  Article  3  of  the  Con- 
stitution:— "The  Immediate  Past  President  shall  become  ex- 
officer  a  member  of  the  Council."
